Mattapoisett Land Trust Gains 107 Acres 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

Members of the Mattapoisett Land Trust signed 
a purchase and sale agreement last week to acquire 107 
acres located on the northwest shore of Brandt Island 
Cove to be preserved as open space and for passive recre- 
ational use. 

The newly-acquired chunk of land — which was 
purchased for $1.12 million and represents the largest 
single land acquisition the Land Trust has made to date 

— was ideal as it abuts and is adjacent to the 64-acre Field 
Farm on which the Land Trust already holds a conserva- 
tion restriction. 

"This is mostly wetlands and marsh/' said Land 
Trust President Gary Johnson. "But in terms of environ- 
mental significance, this is a major deal, if only for the 
threatened (species) living there. It's going to be a great 
place for people who like to look at birds.'' 

Mr. Johnson said the Land Trust was able to pay 
for more than half of the purchase price — or $770,000 

— through a settlement from the Bouchard Oil Company 
they received in the aftermath of the 2003 Buzzards Bay 
oil spill. They also borrowed another $200,000 from the

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Coalition for Buzzards Bay (CBB) under their "Bay Lands 
Revolving Fund" program and have been raising the 
remainder of the money themselves. 

"We've been raising money ... and we've col- 
lected $160,000 so far," Mr. Johnson said. "We're making 
progress (and) we're pretty close to getting everything we 
need." 

A project that's been nearly two-and-a-half years 
in the making, Mr. Johnson said there were a few obsta- 
cles to overcome — not the least of which was coming to 
an agreement with the several joint owners of the prop- 
erty, with Wayne Walega and Judge Livingston among 
them — but now that everything's settled, Mattapoisett 
residents will have a great area of open space for passive 
recreational use. 

"We own a small parcel of land on Anchorage 
Way and we're hoping to build access (to the property) 
there," Mr. Johnson said. "We've never done anything this 
big ... and I think it's a great accomplishment." 

A formal "grand opening" and naming ceremony 
is being planned for sometime in the spring, probably 
around the time of the Mattapoisett Land Trust's annual 
meeting in May, Mr. Johnson said.

Pond in Rochester, Old Colony Regional Vocational Tech- 
nical High School is, at times, the forgotten high school in 
the Tri-Town region. Recently the school earned a national 
honor that deserves to be recognized. 

In November thirteen members of Old Colony's 
chapter of the National Honor Society (NHS) traveled to 
Atlanta, GA to take part in the National Honor Society 
Conference and came home with a national Outstanding 
Service Project Award for the fifth consecutive year. It was 
the eighth time that the school has won this award since 
the National Honor Society first created it in 1994.

Grapes and raisin can cause kidney failure in 
some dogs. The number of grapes or raisins neces- 
sary to cause this problem is unknown and seems 
to vary with the dog. The cause of this problem is 
unknown. 

Xylitol is a low calorie sugar alcohol found in many 
diet products including sugarless gums (Orbit, 
Trident) and candies, breath mints, sugar free jello, 
children's vitamins and some toothpastes. Problems 
reported include low blood sugar and liver damage 
leading to death in dogs following ingestion of prod- 
ucts contained xylitol.

Craver. Selectman Andrew Jeffrey was not present for the 
meeting. 

The board first approved the minutes of the No- 
vember 20, December 4 and December 18 meetings and 
then met with Mark Rasmussen, Executive Director of the 
Coalition for Buzzards Bay (CBB), at 7:05 pm for a "State 
of the Bay'' update. 

"We've been going to see all the towns around 
the bay to provide some updates," Mr. Rasmussen said. 
"Starting off with the State of the Bay ... in 1992 we started 
monitoring water quality in the area. We have more than a 
dozen stations right here in Marion. For the past 15 years 
we've been putting together a data set and we've seen 
increasing declines in water quality. In 2003 we looked at 
nine indicators of bay health — at the time the bay ranked 
a 48 out of 100. When we came back in 2007 ... we saw a 
three-point drop from 48 to 45 in just four years." 

Mr. Rasmussen said nitrogen pollution is driv- 
ing most of the decline in the bay's water quality. "It 
creates a trickle effect where we've seen a lot of dramatic 
eelgrass loss," he said. "In Marion, the areas of concern 
for us are inner Aucoot Cove, inner Sippican Harbor near 
Burr Brothers, and north of Route 6 inside the Weweantic 
River." 

The main causes for nitrogen loading, he said, are

Title V septic systems and the use of agricultural fertilizer 
chemicals. 

To that end, Mr. Rasmussen was hoping Marion 
would commit to the Massachusetts Estuaries Project 
study to provide crucial data as to how nitrogen is infil- 
trating the bay. The cost for this lengthy study — which 
is being spearhead by UMass Dartmouth and would take 
three to four years to complete — is estimated at $150,000 
for the Town of Marion. 

"We'd love to work with the town on a way that 
we could do this,'' Mr. Rasmussen said. 

'I'm not sure we're prepared to spend $150,000 
right now," Chairman Blanchette said. "It's hard for us 
to make a commitment like that ... unless we can find the 
money from somewhere else." 

"Other towns around the bay are finding this 
program extremely useful," Mr. Rasmussen said, adding 
that Marion and Mattapoisett are the only holdouts. 

Corrine Petersen, Legal Advisor with the CBB, 
also wanted to applaud Marion for their recent support 
with the baywide oil spill legislation. 

"I just wanted to give the Town of Marion a big 
thank you for helping with the oil spill legislation ... 
you've been with us every step of the way," Ms. Petersen 
said. "Currently, the First Circuit Court of Appeals sent 
back the lawsuit and are reviewing it again. We have 
another bill in the state legislature ... which would require 
the state to provide tugboat escorts (to oil tankers) as a

sive/' Mr. Dawson said. 

The board agreed to discuss this matter at a future 
meeting and also to schedule a meeting with the previous 
Police Station Building Committee to take a "fresh look'' 
at their options. 

Lastly, Mr. Dawson informed the board that they 
have received two task orders and a contract proposal 
from Camp, Dresser and McKee (CDM) for work being 
done at the town's sewer treatment plant. These include 
a $17,720 Feasibility Study for Phosphorus Removal; 
a $15,480 study to determine actual plant loading and 
remaining capacity; and an infiltration and inflow reme- 
diation project for Phase III of the Village Loop project, 
priced at $88,900. 

"All of these are quotes from CDM," Chairman 
Blanchette said. "Seems to me we don't have quotes from 
anybody else. Several years ago at Town Meeting ... some- 
one got up and questioned why everything we do is with 
Camp, Dresser and McKee. My feeling is, although we 
have these three proposals before us, we should be look- 
ing to get proposals for the same work from other compa- 
nies. We have no clue as to whether or not these are good 
prices. Granted, they have a good reputation ... but there 
must be other companies we can call on for a quote." 

"I hear what you're saying, but I treat (CDM) as 
our engineer of record," Selectman Henry said. "I think an 
inexpensive way would be to subject (these quotes) to a 
value assessment process." 

"When I came onboard, it was relayed to me that 
recent decisions had been made and Tata and Howard 
were the (town's) consulting water engineers and Camp, 
Dresser and McKee were the consulting sewer engineers," 
Mr. Dawson said. 

"All I'm suggesting is it's time to do some check- 
ing," Chairman Blanchette said.

telephone service and will later make video/ cable service 
available to the same consumers. 

"We just wanted to make (residents) aware that 
Verizon has been saying (the delay in video service) is due 
to a contract delay ... but that's not the case/' Mr. LaCam- 
era said. 'The contract was signed and approved some 
time ago.'' 

Mr. LaCamera also presented the board with 
Capital Expenditure requests from various departments. 
Among the key items requested: $80,000 for a new fuel 
system for the Fire Department; $61,127 to purchase a 
pickup truck and dump body/ sander for the Highway 
Department; $30,000 for a new vehicle for the Police 
Chief; $259,000 for portable classrooms for Memorial 
School; and $35,000 to add a wing to the Plumb Memorial 
Library. 

"As I expressed to the board before, things this 
fiscal year are going to be extremely tight," Mr. LaCamera 
said. "I can't recommend anything at this point until we 
look at the budget (numbers)." 

With regard to the proposed portable classrooms 
for Memorial School, Mr. LaCamera said they need to 
confirm how many portable classrooms are needed and 
Selectman McGaffey wanted to know if these could be 
reused/ recycled in some way once purchased. 

Mr. LaCamera also suggested a possible alterna- 
tive to the library expansion. 

"As you know, we funded $44,000 last year to do

some items in the basement (of the library) which would 
require an elevator to make it handicap-accessible/' he 
said. "I think what we might want to do is a smaller addi- 
tion instead of putting an elevator in ... (Facilities Manag- 
er) Mike Meunier has already talked to Old Colony about 
(doing the work).'' 

Other future considerations, according to Mr. 
LaCamera, were the eventual expansion of Town Hall and 
major road repairs and renovation work. 

"WeTl have to do something within a year's time 
(about Town Hall) because that's when the lease (at the 
Town Hall Annex) runs out," Mr. LaCamera said. "And 
I don't have to tell the board that the cost of asphalt has 
doubled over the past year. We have about $500,000 in 
Chapter 90 money available for road repair (and) we aver- 
age about $189,000 a year." 

Mr. LaCamera said he would review the figures 
for the proposed FY2009 budgets with the board at their 
next meeting and would provide them with a draft bud- 
get prior to that meeting. 

"Once again, I'm very concerned about the rev- 
enues for FY09," he added. "We have certified Free Cash 
of $619,694 ... (but) it's about $250,000 less than the previ- 
ous year. But the good news is, we were very conservative 
with the numbers we used from FY08." 

Under correspondence, the board noted receipt of 
a memo from the Rochester Highway Department advis- 
ing that Christmas Trees will be picked up in town during

DARE Returns to Rochester 

On January 15, the Sixth Grade at Rochester 
Memorial School will begin the Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education (DARE) program. This program is a coopera- 
tive effort between the Rochester Police Department and 
Rochester Memorial School.

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Blood for Oil

There Will Be Blood. Starring Daniel Day-Lewis and Paul 
Dano. Directed by Paul Thomas Anderson. Running time: 
153 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

As someone who, in the past, has felt that the epic ambition of the 
writer-director Paul Thomas Anderson has gotten tne better of him, I 
was prepared to cringe throughout his latest saga, the much-heralded 
There Will Be Blood. But this job is full of surprises, and so, it turns out, is 
Anderson. With any luck, this may be the movie that turns it around for 
the formerly irrepressible and derivative director, with his past slavish 
tips of the hat to Altman and Scorsese and every other major director of 
the VOs. Whatever else it is or isn't. There Will Be Blood is an original, and 
a major, confident step forward. Maybe Anderson needed to get movies 
like Boogie Nights and Magnolia (Fm aware those films have their pas- 
sionate fans) out of his system before he could do pure work like this. 

For a long stretch at the beginning, there's no dialogue at all as the 
tragic protagonist Daniel Plainview (Daniel Day-Fewis) digs for silver and 
then for oil. The sequences have the bold simplicity of silent filmmaking 
(although Jonny Greenwood's cacophonous score is a bit too jarring in 
spots). Plainview is a man of few words, except when he's trying to get 
California rubes to sell their land so he can drill on it. Day-Fewis has 
adopted the gruff, elongated vowels of John Huston, with maybe a hint 
of Nixon, He squints his eyes, and his mouth is hidden by a mustache, 
yet this could be his most expressive performance since My Left Foot. 
Plainview feels in every way like a turn-of-the-century man (the movie 
starts in 1898) driven to the far edges of callousness by the pursuit of 
the American dream. 

For much of the film, Plainview's nemesis is Fli Sunday (Paul Dano), a 
baby-faced country preacher who claims to be able to drive demons (such 
as the demon of arthritis) out of his congregation. Plainview's expression 
when he drops in on Fli's sermon conveys a grudging regard for a fellow 
charlatan. Fater on, when Plainview must kneel and denounce himself 
before God (and before Fli's church) in order to secure a crucial pipeline, 
Dano and Day-Fewis turn the scene into a classic duet of loathing. Forced 
to own up to abandoning his adopted young son after a drilling mishap 
that deafened the boy, Plainview burns through his shame into a bitter 
gaiety, parodying the spiritual revelation he's supposed to be having. 




Capitalism versus faith, with flim-flammery on both sides, becomes the 
central conflict in There Will Be Blood. 

There's no conflict in Plainview, though. Photographed in front of 
one gorgeous landscape after another, he can see them only as a help or 
a hindrance to his goal. This epic has been constructed around a hollow 
man, though Day-Fewis infuses him with enough flashes of self-aware- 
ness to fill in the blanks. Anderson has taken Upton Sinclair's energetic, 
wide-ranging novel Oil! and turned it into a meditation on a monster. 
Throughout the generous length of the film, Plainview falls away from 
redemption little by little, until finally, in his vast home containing its 
own bowling alley, he's twisted and hunched over like a drunken Richard 
in. The degenerative portrait is complete. 'T am the third revelation!" 
bellows Plainview; he's either blaspheming or finally telling the truth. 

Anderson has learned patience; he's also learned how to make a 
movie flow without depending too heavily on popular songs (and none 
of his usual stable of performers are in his corner here, either). He's a 
born-again poet, telling a story straight, with minimal ornamentation 
and occasional bursts of strangeness only when needed. In Anderson's 
debut Hard Eight, he focused on one man, Philip Baker Hall's Sydney, 
and his relationship with a younger gambler (John C. Reilly). There Will 
Be Blood continues Anderson's preoccupation with corrupt rather figures 
while returning him to what, it turns out, he does best. He may have 
had fun making panoramic group portraits like Magnolia, but when he 
calms down and drills into one subject, rather than flitting from character 
to character like an overcaffeinated butler at a dinner party, he can dig 
deep and strike oil.

People like Marion's Elizabeth Jane Cheney are one- 
of-a-kind and will always leave a lasting impression on ev- 
eryone they meet. 

Better known as "Betty" to those who knew and loved 
her, Ms. Cheney and her beloved husband, David "Jack" 
Cheney, have been fixtures in the quaint Marion village 
area as joint owners and operators of the Marion General 
Store since they first opened up shop in the early 1970s. And 
for pretty much the latter half of that period, Ms. Cheney 
proudly worked alongside Jack while battling various forms 
of cancer. 

But that never seemed to discourage or dissaude her 
in her efforts. She would always have a friendly smile or 
a warm greeting to all who entered the town's central hub 
of activity. And she, herself, remained vibrantly active in a 
plethora of town activities like assisting with the Marion flu 
clinics, working at the polls on election days, or helping to 
raise money for the local Salvation Army and the 9/11 Fire- 
man's Fund. 

Betty was also an active member of the Marion Garden 
Club, the Sippican Tennis Club, the Piney Point Beach Club, 
and was proud co-founder of the town's Annual Christmas 
Stroll which had another great turnout just a few weeks ago. 

But after 17 years of struggling with everything from 
breast cancer, to bone cancer, to lung cancer and ultimately 
liver cancer, Ms. Cheney finally succumbed to the disease 
on December 30 at the age of 57. She managed to make it 
through one more Christmas with her family by her side, but 
the illness finally won out. 

"She got through Christmas, that was really special for 
all of us," her daughter Whitney said. "She passed away on 
December 30. It was very peaceful, she was at home with all 
of us." 

Noting that her mom was "a fighter" who always felt 
she'd overcome the disease even after being diagnosed with 
three different types of cancer, Whitney said her mother nev- 
er complained about being sick and always looked forward 
to getting better. 

"When she was first diagnosed she was only given six 
months to live ... that was 17 years ago," Whitney said. 

Betty's lasting legacy lives on through a commemora- 
tive window display put up at the Marion General Store by 
Whitney and her sister Amy — much in the same way that 
their mom used the same space each year to celebrate the 
holidays. 




"She passed away on December 30 and after New Year's 
she would always take down the windows," Whitney ex- 
plained. "My sister and I thought we'd do something nice 
for my mom. (So we put up) a window display with pictures 
of her ... and my sister and me. It's nice because it's in the 
center of town and a lot of people have commented on it. 
And it was more about her relationship with the people she 
knew in town." 

Indeed, the memorial window display (above) is very 
much in keeping with something Betty Cheney herself might 
have done for someone at one time or another ... and it's a 
fitting tribute to a woman whose spirit thrived, quite literally, 
in the heart of Marion. 

A memorial service celebrating Betty's life will be held 
on Sunday, January 13, 2008 at the Wickenden Chapel at Ta- 
bor Academy on Spring Street in Marion beginning at 2:00 
pm with a reception to follow.
